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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the new limitations 
regarding the "intention" of the claims create a patentable distinction over the prior art. However, an intended use of an invention must 
result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art. The prior art teaches administering the same composition 
to the same patients, i.e. obese patients and patients with elevated blood glucose levels. Thus, the "intention" of the claim to lower 
visceral fat and blood glucose does not result in a structural difference between the claimed methods and the reference methods . 
Therefore, the claims are still considered properly rejected for the reasons of record. 
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
